century experienced a b etter su r­ 
vivorship record than the one be­ 
fore, it is reported by the sta­ 
tisticians of a life insurance com ­ 
pany. 


Com m encing with the genera­ 
tion of persons born in 1840. the 
statisticians traced the m ortality 
experience of subsequent gener­ 
ations from birth to the end of 
the life span. Their tables show, 
for exam ple, that the average 
w hite m ale born in 1840 lived 
for 38.7 years. For those born 
in 1900, the com parable figure 
is expected to be 75.7 years, or 
37 years greater than for the 
generation born in 1840. 


Throughout 
the 
19th 
century, 
m ortality am ong young children 
w as exceedingly heavy. About one 
fourth of the white m ales born in 
1840 died before reaching their 
second birthday. E v en 50 y e a rs 
later, 
the 
sam e 
proportion 
of 
new born m ales died within little 
m ore than six years. 
Im prove­ 
m en t th erea fter w as m uch m ore 
rapid. 
F o r those born 
in 
1910. 
the generation lived past age 42 
before it w as reduced by one 
fourth, 
the statisticians say. 


Although the largest gains in 
longevity 
have been m ade in 
childhood and early adult life, 
substantial progress is also in­ 
dicated 
for m idlife 
and 
even 
later. 


When the white m ales born in 
1840 reached the age of 45 y ears 
tow ard the end of the century, 
the av erag e lifetime rem aining to 
them 
was about 24 years. F o r 
those born m 1960 the correspond­ 
ing figure is estim ated to be about 
35 years, or 11 y ears m ore than 
for the generation of 1840. At age 
65, the increase in the average 
future lifetime betw een the g en­ 
erations of 1840 and 1960 us ex ­ 
pected to be about six years, the 
statisticians concluded.

A reader writes that her 8 -year- 
old has trou ble making friends 
with other children He is of nor­ 
mal intelligence and is helpfu l 
arou nd the home. 
This is a fairly common 
but 
i also a very difficu lt problem. Al­ 
thou gh I can’t be certain, I wou ld 
su spect that this boy has spent 
too mu ch of his time in the past 
playing by himself at home 
or 
watching television, 
i 
Since he can learn to get along 
with children his own age only 
by being 
with them, he must be 
encouraged to spend more time 
on 
the 
pla.v ground, 
in 
gy m 
classes, in a Cub Scout den, 
even in dancing school. At first, 
all of these ideas will he repug­ 
nant to him but he must he en­ 
couraged 
firmly without 
nag­ 
ging. 
When he complains that his ef­ 
forts to make friends are getting 
him exactly nowhere, 
he mu st 
lie given not sympathy hu t con­ 
stru ctive su ggestions for improv­ 
ing his efforts. 
This is not a complaint he will 
ou tgrow if he is let alone. Since 
getting along with his own age 
grou p is one of the most valu able 
lessons lie will ever learn, the 
sooner he learns it the better. 
Q—<kir doctor says ou r boy has 
a heart defect called tetralogy of 
Fallot. He gets very blu e when 
he becomes u pset or tired. How 
long can a child with this condi­ 
tion live withou t su rgery0 Shou ld 
he be made to go to school even 
if he doesn't want to? 
A—Tetralogy of Fallot is the 
commonest cau se of blu e babies. 
It is a combination of fou r con­ 
genital (present at birth) defects 
that interfere with efficient cir­ 
cu lation of the blood. How long 
you r son can live with it depends 
on the severity of the defects. 
Some blu e babies live only a few 
years and some live to 
be 40 or 
more. 
Fortu nately the condition can 
be corrected by su rgery’ and I 
wou ld strongly advise that this 
be done. Meanwhile, by all means, 
send you r son to school and treat 
him in every wav as nearly like 
a normal boy as possible. 
Q—My son is 11 months old and 
has eczema. Is it dangerou s to 
vaccinate him against smallpox? 
Also, is he too you ng to have skin 
terts to determine the cau se of his 
allergy? 
A—One thing at a time is the 
ru le here. It is most important to 
have tests to find the cau se of the 
allergy. When this is done, the 
eczema can be treated with some 
hope of a prompt cu re. 
When the skin has cleared, you 
can proceed with the vaccination. 
To do so earlier wou ld entail the 
danger of getting the vaccine vi­ 
ru s to spread to many areas in 
which the skin was weeping. An
